A DOUBTFUL FUTURE FOR THE RUSSIAN TYRANNY 


When the Soviet satellite crisis broke out 
LIFE’S foreign news editor flew to Europe 
for a close look and cabled this appraisal: 


As the awesome events plunged on their un- 
certain but climactic course, it was possible to 
point directly back to one tremendous strate- 
gic error. Nikita Khrushchev made it when he 
set about repairing the breach between Tito’s 
Yugoslavia and Moscow. There was, Khrush- 
chev conceded to Tito, more than one road to 
ism—suggesting it was possible to be a 
good Communist without accepting discipline 
from Moscow. That concession was just enough 
to give the enslaved peoples of the occupied 
satellites the hope and courage to turn on 
their oppressor: 

Khrushchev’s move was part of his cam- 
paign of de-Stalinization and his attempt to 
bring about a small measure of decentraliza- 
tion in the Red empire. But he did not loosen 
the economic controls exerted upon the satel- 
s by means of trade agreements which con- 
to milk these countries for the benefit 
Soviet Union. 


KHRUSHCHEV’S WAY 
vs. STALIN'S WAY 


It was possible to run the Red empire by force 
openly exerted through the big Red army and 
through Communist party organizations 
pletely subservient to Moscow. That was Sta- 
lin’s way, and—for him—it worked. 

But Khrushchev’s way clearly fell betwe 
two stools, The continued economic pre 
brought the Poles to the point where they were 
forced to protest against the misery of their 
lives. And at the Poznan trials the new “lib- 
eral” atmosphere of de-Stalinization allowed 
the defendants and their counsel astonishing 
freedom to criticize the regime. From then on 
it was inevitable that Communist Poland would 
have to have new ruler: 

‘The Russians, of course, should have ex- 
pected such a reaction from the Poles, who 
have a centuries-old history of heroic, though 
unsuccessful, patriotic revolutio 


The men who came to power in Poland last 
week are not men with Western ideals of jus- 
tice and liberty. The new party boss, Wladis- 
law Gomulka, is a hero in Poland, at least for 
the moment, because he was a victim of Stalin. 
But he is still a Communist and the Marxism in 
his speeches has an almost theological flavor. 


THE PAST AND PROMISES 
OF BOSS GOMULKA 


He is obviously a man of courage, for it took 
courage to argue, as Gomulka did, with Stalin 
er agricultural collectivization and the split 
with Tito. These arguments put him in jail. 
‘The Russians must now be cursing their folly 
t not having shot him. It is much safer to 
“rehabilitate” anti-Stalinist corpses than live 


d the Poles free elec- 
tions, but it is well to remember who cashed in 
on the “free” elections of 1947 in fulfillment 
of the Yalta agreements. It was Gomulka, whose 
job then was to stamp out the opposition epit- 
omized by Mikolajezyk’s Peasant party. He did 
it well. 

There was nothing spontaneous about Go- 
mulka’s return to power. It was a carefully 
planned operation, and the framework of the 
plans probably antedates even the Poznan riots. 
For some time there have been hints that 
something might be brewing in Poland that 
Moscow wouldn’t like. Polish representatives 
n Western Europe have been open! 
ng pro-Western sentiments. There have been 
Polish feelers to the Vatican. And less than a 
month ago a Polish diplomat taking up a new 
post outside the iron curtain was remarl 
his formal calls on Western-oriented diplomats 
that Poland could serve as a bridge between 
East and West and that he personally was feel- 
ing fairly pro-Western these days. 

It took staff work to put Gomulka in power 
and Gomulka’s staff work was good. Gomulka 
had to have allies, and he did. 

We know some of them. There is the pre- 
mier, Jozef Cyrankiewiez, a former Socialist 
and an intellectual. He is fiercely anti-German, 


and no wonder—he was in Auschwitz, But he 
was once violently antiRussian too. A Pole 
who walked beside Cyrankiewicz on a 150-mile 
march to a German prison camp in September 
1939 recalls that on the march Cyrankiewicz 
devoted a good deal of conversation to vilify- 
ing the Russians, particularly Molotov. 

Then there is General Marian Spychalski, 
another veteran of prison life whom Gomulka 
has brought in to keep an eye on General Ro- 
kossovsky—the Russianized Pole whom the 
Ru: made head of the Polish army and 
whom the Poles hate. And General Waclaw 
Komar, another ex-prisoner, now turns up as 
head of the internal security forces. Finally 
there is Edward Ochab, the granite-faced party 
hack, inclined to viciousness, a protégé of none 
other than Khrushchev himself. His alliance 
with the Gomulka faction baffles Polish ob- 
servers in the West. 

It is not a pleasant-looking team but for the 
moment it is a popular one in Poland. It at 
least is a new regime, and the hatred the Poles 
re for the old one at least gives Gomulka and 
rankiewiez a credit balance to start with, It 
not an inexhaustible credit balance, how: 
and if there is a repetition of Poznan it 
will be impossible to blame management on 
Moscow. Moreover the next Poznan, if there is 
one, will not be just anti-Russian—it will be 
anti-Communist. 

In Hungary this is already happening, 


FINIS TO THE PARTY 
IN HUNGARY? 


It is strange that Khrushchev, a man who 
loves proverbs, did not recall a Polish one 
when he came to Warsaw in his vain effort 
to prevent the selection of Gomulka as party 
boss: "The Poles and the Hungarians are broth- 
ers in blood and drink.” For the pent-up yearn- 
ing for freedom—and bread—which had ig- 
nited the Polish troubles exploded like an 
H-bomb in Budapest. The whole structure and 
Communist party, 
as an instrument of power and government, 
was consumed in the flames of Budapest.

The Soviet rulers are not forgiving people, es- 
pecially among themselves. Khrushchev’s fail- 
ure in Warsaw, suffered in the sight of his 
traveling companions Molotov, Mikoyan and 
Kaganovich, must have been a humiliating one. 

The Red army was humiliated in Poland too 
because the Sovi did not dare use it, and 
generals do not forgive easily either. Like Khru- 
shchev the Red army generals will never for- 
give Gomulka, but they can hardly absolve 
their own political leaders for having got them 
into such a pickle. Nor can they forgive them 
for letting things get out of hand in Hungary.

Instead of waiting politely for our presidential election, the 
events in Eastern Europe have overtaken it. Instead of ap- 
pealing to voting blocs in Detroit and Pittsburgh, the names 
of Hungary and Poland have become portentous names for all 
Americans—more so than any issue in this campaign. 

In Budapest a crowd of demonstrators shouted at the Amer- 
ican embassy, “Why don’t you help us?” There are few Amer- 
icans who would not like to help. These struggling capt 
of Communism, as President Eisenhower said last week, “are 
men and women whom America has never forgotten—nor 
ever will.” But American words, however heartfelt, are feeble 
beside the words the Poles and Hungarians have been shout- 
ing at each other: “freedom of speech,” “we vow we never 
shall be slaves,” “reinstate Mindzenty,” “Russians go home,” 
“we want our church back,” “sovereignty.” Most eloquent of 
all is the silent blood of Hungary’s amazing civil war. 


The Soviet slave empire has received a staggering blow. 
Hungarians have killed the only Russian soldiers to have been 
killed since 1945. They have weakened the Red army by 1.6 
million men—that being the number of European satellite 
troops that were counted as part of Ru trength but can 
be no longer so counted. Moreover the Communi 
once a steel guide for party behavior the world over, is becom- 
ing a sectarian shambles. 

Meanwhile Americans have been arguing over domestic is- 
sues that seem trivial by comparison. Were our politics really 
blind to the possibility of such vast events? Both Republic 
and Democrats have made a hasty stab at relating them to 
their own policies. The Republicans point to Eisenhower's 
refusal to continue the old Democratic policy of containment; 
and in fact the word “liberation” does appear in the °56 Re- 
publican platform and not in the Democratic. But if Poland 
and Hungary are indeed “liberated,” the U.S. government had 
no visible share in it. 

The old liberation issue, so central in the °52 campaign, 
began to fade from our politics as soon as Eisenhower and 
Dulles made clear they would not back it with force. Dulles 
told the U.N. in 19 tT I for e 
porting revolution and inciting others to violence.” Two years 
later he said, “I believe that world opinion will compel the 
restoration of national independence to the captive states 
of Eastern Europe.” Last week Dulles could say with some 
justice that events “are bearing out the correctness of my 
diagnosis.” At least he never lost confidence in those ancient 
Jaws of human and political nature which the Poles and Hun- 
garians are proving anew. 

Much more could have and should have been done. But 
most critics of U.S. government inaction, faced with the pay- 
off decision of whether to use the American GI for liberation, 
would have also shied away. The Russians knew our dilemma 
only too well. They were therefore able to mount a colossal 
bluif, enslaving Europe with a facade of strength which owed 
much of its prestige to our own tacit consent. Miraculously 
this bluff has now been called, not by mighty governments 
but by anonymous young people, intellectuals and workers, 
in countries that had seemed mere pawns. 

Walter Lippmann recently charged that Eisenhower's for- 
eign policy tends to “‘stalemates in which he accepts the status 
quo and the accomplished fact, teaching his countrymen to 
live in the present with no serious concern about the future.” 
The charge is debatable but the dramatic events in Eastern 
Europe prove that the status quo of 1956 will be a poor anchor 
and a worse rudder for any American policy during the next 
four years, be it Democrat or Republican. 

Let us look more closely at what happened in Poland and 
Hungary. The West was not altogether silent. Two years ago

a defected Polish security chief, Josef Swiatlo, in a series of 
broadcasts over Radio Free Europe, virtually forced the old 
Stalinist regime of Bierut-Berman to downgrade its whole 
pélice eystem—which aude st wader for Gomulka 1 take 
power last week. Radio Free Europe’s leaflet balloons were a 
constant irritation to Rakosi’s government in Hungary and a 
reminder to the Hungarians that the West still lived. 

But now new and decisive action is forced on the West. 
Secretary Dulles has already indicated a willingness to ex- 
tend economic aid to those Eastern European countries which 
demonstrate their independence. We have moved in the U.N. 
So far these immediate moves seem to be the right ones. We 
must, however, be prepared to do much more in the next 
phase of the liberation process which Poland and Hungary 
have pioneered. 

Gomulka has won popularity at home by defying Moscow, 
but he seems to be settling for rather less independence (and 
no less Communism) than Tito’s. The brave Hungarians are 
fighting for more but may have to settle for even less than 
that. Both peoples have in any case had a taste of freedom, 
Their professed creeds, whether Communism or socialism, 
have been emptied of real content by the overwhelming real. 
ity of Russian colonial tyranny. Until that common foe 
nquished, we must make common cause and multiply our 
contacts with them as fellow members of Western civilization. 

In a difficult mid-campaign decision President Eisenhowe 
quite rightly extended aid to Tito on the ground that, though 
Communist, nation is genuinely independent. A 
t countri not the ideal substitute for Stalinist im- 
perialism, but at least it is a lesser evil. The next few years 
will determine whether these varied “roads to socialism” can 
be made a road to real freedom. And that will partly depend

on the vigor and foresight with which the U.S., after its polit- 


ical holiday, resumes the unfinished business of a for 


policy for freedom. 
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ATO, for example: the military necessity for NATO may 
be thought to decline with the decline of the Red army’s 
prestige; but its potential political and economic importance 
becomes all the greater. Its European members are now chal- 
lenged on this score. Why should not NATO be a peaceful 
magnet in which ex-satellites are eligible for membership? 
But first NATO must become something more coherent and 
dynamic, something to join. 

One of the steps toward Poland’s defiance of Moscow was 
the trial of the Poznan rioters, defended by brave lawyers 
who had not forgotten Poland’s heritage of law. Such memo- 
ries will be strengthened behind the curtain if Western 
Europe regains a more vigorous sense of its own legal heri- 
tage. and if the force and reign of law are extended from 
Mississippi to Suez and from the Jordan to Singapore. The 
promotion of world law is perhaps the chief unfinished busi- 
ness of US. foreign policy. Scarcely less so is a world eco- 
nomic policy that will give all nations, rich and poor, a 
sound expectation of shared progress. 

The U.S., said President Eisenhower last week, has “a 
job to do, a mission as the champion of human freedom.” 
As he outlined it, that mission has no room for aggressive in- 
tervention, but neither does it champion the status quo. For 
although “the love of freedom is more enduring than the 
power of tyrants,” that love—as the marchers of Budapest 
have attested—needs help. Its nature and timing must be 
left to statecraft, but its quality and depth depend on the 
American people. We face a whole new phase in the world 
struggle. A Tommy-gun empire is breaking up. Our task is 
not only to encourage the process but to design and build a 
world in which it can never be re-established.

Houghton Sawyer is a sixth-generation Vermonter and every bit as stub- 
born as could be expected. He owns the water rights to pretty Sadawga 
Lake at Whitingham, Vt. but ever since the family power plant shut 
down, he has had to pay what he felt were high taxes on the rights and 
made not a penny on the lake. This spring he opened the flood gates 
and lowered the water level 12 feet, shrinking the lake by four fifths, 
leaving cottages on the banks high and dry and killing fish. 

He was, said Sawyer, preventing a flood and repairing gates. A likely 
story, cried the outraged cottagers. He was trying some sharp trading. 
He wanted to capitalize on the rights, they said, and was demonstrating 
the lake's value. Sawyer refused to let the lake refill. The cottagers fired 
off a petition to the state water conservation board, which came and held 
a meeting in the town hall, Afterward Sawyer allowed he would nego- 
tiate over the rights. But he had riled too many other stubborn Yankees. 
The cottagers, hopeful the board will countermand Sawyer’s action, are 
waiting for the decision and angrily contemplating their shrunken lake.

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N the night of Wednesday, Oct. 10, Major John Connell, Austra- 

ian Army,on duty as U.N. observerwith the Israel-Jordan Mixed 
Armistice Commission (MAC), was drowsing over newspapers and a 
cup of coffee in the commission’s bullet-searred house in Jerusalem's 
no man’s land, a strip some 70 yards wide between Israel and Jordas 
At 10:15 p.m, one of the two telephones on his desk began to grunt 
and gasp in the way of Jerusalem telephones. Major Connell picked 
it up and was informed that he was listening to Colonel Mohammed 
Sadi, senior Jordanian member of the Mixed Armistice Commission. 
Colonel Saadi, speaking from Jordan’s side of the Israel-Jordan bor- 
der, reported that Israeli artillery fire had begun falling on the Arab 
village of Qalqiliya at 9:30 p.m. and was still coming. 

Thus the Armistice Commission had its first word of the bloody 
outbreak now known in its files as C406—marking the 406th com- 
plaint of violation of the truce along the Israel-Jordan border since 
July 19 of this year. Now the unarmed men of the MAC, operatir 
partly in an empty but potentially dangerous no man’s land, and part 
ly among an openly hostile borderland population, would set abou!

Major Connell’s first step was to check map references and estab- 
lish that Qalqiliya was a sizable Arab town close to the Israel-Jordan 
demarcation line some two hours’ drive north and west of Jerusalem. 
Because the reported use of artillery indicated the possibility of a 
serious outbreak, Connell called his superiors, Lieut. Colonel Chris- 
tian Fredrik Moe of Norway, chairman of the MAC, and Major Leslie 
W. Barden of Canada, Moe’s assistant, who were at their homes in 
two different parts of Jerusalem 

Next he put ina call to Major General E.L.M. Burns, chief of 
staff of the U.N. Truce Supervision Organization which keeps vigil 
over all of Israel’s troubled borders from its headquarters at Brit- 
ain’s former Government House on Jerusalem’s anciently named 
Hill of Evil Counsel. After Burns had received the news, U.S. Marine 
Colonel Byron V. Leary, his assistant chief of staff, began trying to 
get in touch with the Israeli Foreign Office, first to find out what 
was going on and second to stop it, whatever it was. 

It was midnight before Colonel Leary succeeded in making contact

Shortly after 2 a.m, Major Barden began trying to assemble rep- 
resentatives from both sides for what the MAC calls a “subcom- 
mittee meeting.” Formally such a meeting is required to decide on 
where and how the U.N. investigation will take place: whether on 
one side of the demarcation line or on both sides and whether with 
the participation of officers from both nations or just the one at- 
tacked, This business went slowly, with first one side and then 
the other finding reason to delay. Between phone calls Barden 
sucked thoughtfully ona beer from the MAC house icebox, Connell 
leafed through a magazine and Moe paced the cracked tile floor. At 
30 Barden’s jovial voice began to sound a little impatient as he 
talked to the Israelis. 

“You'll be here in 20 minutes?” he said. “All right, but remem- 
ber we want to move our people at first light.” 

At 2:45 the Israelis called hack to say that they needed another 
15 minutes. Barden called Colonel Saadi and postponed the sub- 
committee meeting until 3. 

At3 a.m. Colonel Saadi’s deputy, a tall, heavily built, gray-haired 
Jordan captain named Sadek Nez came into the MAC house. His 
red and white army kaffieh was wrapped tight under his chin and 
he wore a sweater against the night’s chill. 

Captain Nazif betrayed increasing impatience as he paced the 
tiles, his shoes squeaking loudly. After 10 minutes he said, “You'd 
better call Shimon again,” referring to his Isracli enemy by his first 
name. “Maybe he hasn’t left yet and we want you to get moving, 

Barden called again and Israeli headquarters assured him that 
the Israeli delegate was en route and should be there any minute. 
theless it was 3:20 before feet crunched the gravel on the 
Israeli side of the house and Lieutenant Levisohn, a short, stocky 
moon-faced man wearing a blue beret and a khaki combat jacket, 
came in smiling pleasantly.

ny 45 a.m. in quick succession five ghostly white U.N. Jeep 
station wagons wheeled up outside MAC house. In came Cum- 
mings, Fanselow, De Ghellinck, Simmonds and Mard. The briefing 
they received told them littie except the location and nature of the 
complaint and the number of the case, C406. As senior, with two 
years in Palestine, Cummings was automatically in command. 

A few minutes later the little convoy of Jeeps, one man to each 
stopped in the dusty road outside Jordan headquarters near the 
Old City walls. They had come to pick up the Jordan delegates but 
they found only a young lance corporal. They were told that Colonel 
Saadi and Captain Nazif had gone ahead to arrange for escort and 
would meet them there. Since a Swedish truce team colonel was 
shot and badly wounded two months ago by the relative of a Jor- 
danian casualty, Colonel Saadi has been acutely sensitive to his 
responsibility for the physical safety of U.N. personnel. 

Under the starlight, the white convoy moved northward. The 
first rosy grayness of dawn showed Colonel Saadi and Captain 
Nazif waiting for them on the road toward Qalqiliya. The colonel 
had assembled an escort of four Jordanian soldiers. They moved 
on through the terraced, bare-boned hills of the Judean highlands, 
down toward the Mediterranean Sea along a tortuous road flanked 
with gray boulders, gray-green olive groves and gray stone fences. 

Seven miles along the road they reached Azzun village, and the 
first evidence of the skirmish. Three hours before, Azzun had been 
under shell fire. The U.N. team collected and noted a few fragments 
of 155-mm shells and recorded that Azzun was a collecting station 
for the wounded. Normally they would have stopped to interview 
the wounded, but now they did not. They knew that the center of 
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attack lay farther ahead and they also knew that it is the Moslem 
tradition to bury a man on the day of his death. They had a re- 
sponsibility to make as accurate a count as possible of the dead 
while they were still above ground. 

Beyond Azzun the going was slower. The U.N. convoy began to 
encounter military vehicles—motorcycles, Land Rovers (British 
equivalent of the Jeep), three-ton trucks, tank destroyers and 
self-propelled gun: ing and coming. Crowds of curious vil- 
lagers lined the road. Then they began to meet people moving out 
from the shelled area: men in long robes carrying rifles, followed 
by their women balancing blanket rolls and suitcases and baskets 
on their heads; camels so heavily laden that their balanced loads 
took up a car's width in the narrow road; herds of driven sheep 
and goats. Everywhere along the road were children, capering, 
trudging, wildly darting from side to side. 

Farther along they came upon two three-ton trucks and a Land 
Rover, burned out and smoking in the road. They dismounted and 
alter examining the wreckage agi that this was indeed the work 
of artillery. A direct hit from a 155-mm gun had broken the back 
of one three-tonner. No bodies lay here but there were pools of 
darkening blood. 

Half a mile or so farther along the road lay another cluster of 
destroyed vehicles. This time, the U.N. cbservers decided, the 
business had been done at firsthand by infantry. Here there were 
grenade fragments, expended Sten gun and rifle ammunition with 
Israeli markings, unexploded grenades and other evidence which 
led Cummings to believe that this Jordanian column had been 
ambushed by a force of platoon strength or a little more. Here also 
were bodies and pieces of bodies totaling 13. The U.N. could iden- 
tify the red and white checked kaffiehs of the regular Jordanian 
army, formerly the Arab Legion, among the brown or yellow 
kaffiehs of the Jordanian National Guard. Thus it was clear that, 
for the first time since the end of full-scale fighting in 1949, the 
army itself had gone into action. 

It was here that the U.N. officers felt the first impact of Jordanian 
grief. One officer pointed a camera to record official evidence for 
the U.N. A hand struck his camera down and broke it, and there 
came the oily click of weapons being cocked. There was a seeming: 
ly endless moment of tension and then the U.N. convoy moved on. 

For another 1,200 yards the convoy moved past wrecked vehi- 
cles, put out of action by close-in infantry ambush. Four more

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dead soldiers and an officer were found here. Each body was noted 
with care, and fragments of expended ammunition were assembled 
by men expert in judging caliber and weapons used 

Beyond the site of the ambush the convoy moved more freely, 
though forced to dodge an increasing stream of outward-bound 
refugees. Below them, on the down-slope toward the Mediterranean, 
the minaret of Qulqiliya rose tall in the morning sun, and beyond 
it the orderly, well-appointed streets of Israeli villages. There was 
still a stop to be made at Khirbet Suffein, a hillock above the town, 
quite evidently a wired-in, dug-in Jordanian position capable, 
the U.N. estimated, of accommodating two platoons. The bodies of 
four national guardsmen had been laid out beside the road here. 
Within the position lay the remains of two Israelis who had died 
assaulting it, one to the east, one to the west, one with his U.S. 
paratrooper boots neatly laced, one with his boots tied with tele- 
phone wire and broken string. 

Beyond Khirbet Suffein the convoy descended into the town’s 
winding streets, moved carefully through the crowds milling 
around the hospital and in the main street and proceeded into the 
northern outskirts, where a two-story stone police post lay in 
crumpled ruins. Across the road was what was left of Qalqiliya’s 
water-pumping station 

Both had obviously been blown to pie by demolition experts. 
An arm stuck out of the police post in one place and other recog- 
nizable parts of human anatomy protruded at another point. The 
U.N, men turned back toward town. 

There they were conducted through the crowd outside the hos- 
pital gates. Along a long, low, whitewashed wall lay 22 corpses 
bundled in gray blankets from the hospital, sometimes neatly, 
more often awkwardly and hurriedly. Two bundles were tiny. One 
of these contained all that remained of a full-grown man. The other 
contained something over which a bearded Jordanian crouched, 
glancing up at the U.N. officers and then glancing down and pulling 
aside the blanket, anxious that these recorders should not miss his 
bundle merely because it looked small and insignificant. Inside 
was his son, aged 16 months. 

“You cannot have feelings,” De Ghellinck said later, “‘or at least 
you cannot show them.” “There is no way except a straight face 
and straight down the middle,” Cummings agreed. By the time the 
U.N. group left, the crowd had grown large and loud and uneasy. 
"Yes, smile,” someone shouted. “You can smile. You are happy. 
You are all Jews anyhow.” 

The escort closed in tight around the U.N. officers and conducted 
them to the municipal building of Qalgiliya, a yellow, one-story 
concrete structure where the mukhtar (mayor) lives. Waiting there 
were the commander of the police station, the mayor in his white 
haffich and long gray robe and double-breasted jacket, and others, 
all ready to give evidence. Captain Fanselow sat himself down to 
record it as Colonel Saadi, gray-haired and ponderous, sat nearby 
to translate. 

In the sky above, Israeli planes, jets and propeller types flew 
back and forth, sometimes low over the line.

In the race to keep U.S. battlefield equipment light and mobile 
for modern war, Westinghouse has announced a new long- 
range, 50-foot radar antenna weighing only 4,200 pounds 
its old equivalent weighed a good 25 tons. The new antenna 
can be folded up and packed into handy packages, dropped 
by parachute into a battle zone and set up in less than an 
hour to spot approaching enemy planes. Its secret is the use 
of lightweight Fiberglas cloth, cut into se ike a wom- 
an’s skirt and sealed together into big parabolic sheets (above) 
to form the antenna walls. A rubber tube is in ed in the 
shape of an arch to hold up the walls and then the whole 
apparatus is blown up like a balloon.

CLOSE-UP 


The Philosophy, the Actions 
of the Winningest Coach 


HARLES BURNHAM WILKINSON, football coach of Oklahoma Univer- 
C sity, is a man given to aphorisms, like, “The purpose of competition is 
to test yourself, not beat anybody”; or, ‘Perfection is not attained at that 
point at which nothing can be added but at that point at which nothing 
can be taken away”; or, more cogently for his profession, “If they don’t 
score, we can’t lose.” 

These expressions are not those of a philosopher—though Bud Wilkinson 
is that too, as well as an English M.A.—but of a fiercely competitive, 
efficient, soft-spoken realist whose team, twice rated the country’s best, 
has not lost a single Big Seven Conference game since he became coach 10 
years ago. By beating Notre Dame last week, Oklahoma ran its string of 
consecutive victories to a modern record of 35. 

What makes Bud Wilkinson today as great a man in football as Camp or 
Rockne were in their day is a working application of his philosophy. His 
interest in having men test and prove themselves has helped him build 
moral fiber and produce dozens of successful coaches, businessmen and

ministers. It has also produced scores of first-class play- 
ers. In convincing his players of the need for perfec- 
tion, Wilkinson makes them willing to work until 
they drop from exhaustion. (*‘Football,”” he observes, 
“fulfills a demand for total effort.”) To insure that 
the opposing team does not score, he will pick a good 
defensive player over any other and will rarely let his 
team throw a pass. This, to him, is just taking a 
chance of losing the ball and maybe the game. 

Although he is a brilliant strategist and has brought 
the devastating split-T formation to near perfection, 
Wilkinson considers strategy as such comparatively 
unimportant. “If one formation was better than all 
the others, everyone would use it,” he says. ‘To win 
in football you must have boys who want to excel.”” 
Wilkinson excels in making his boys want to. He does 
this by relying on brains and logic rather than by 
pep talks (his players have unusually high scholastic 
averages) and by backing up the logic with killingly 
high standards of physical training. Besides bruising 
hours of dummy scrimmage his players get “grass 
and gorilla drill” (O.U, name for calisthenics) in 
which he himself participates. His off-the-field train- 
ing is run on the honor system, and the Oklahoma 
squads would sooner insult him to his face than 
break training. It is the condition of the team that per- 
mits Oklahoma to run its plays at such a breakneck 
pace. In the Orange Bowl last year they ran three 
plays against Maryland in 37 seconds, even knocking 
down umpires to get back into play. 

At 40, Wilkinson still keeps to the 195 pounds at 
which he played as guard and back for champion- 
ship Minnesota 20 years ago. Married, with two sons, 
he has turned down highly promising outside busi- 
ness offers in favor of his first love, building cham- 
pions. “‘If you're going to be a champion,” he sa: 
“you must be willing to pay a bigger price than your 
opponent will ever pay. I have no objection to those 
who disagree with this all-out approach to athletics 
.«.T just don’t want them around.”

NST BARLACH’S 
PIETY AND RAGE 


The powerful figures of a great German sculptor

The patient, stocky peasants of south Russ 
impressed him most: “Donnerwetter!” he ¢ 
claimed, “those are bronze statues!” Simple 
figures like theirs, he found, could express 
every emotion, from “the gentle gesture of 
piety” to “the wild thrust of rage.” In wood. 
stone, bronze and in woodcuts and lithographs 
he created them, becoming one of the foremost 
German expressionists. But the Nazis branded 
him “degenerate” and destroyed his works, in- 
cluding his favorite, a bronze angel (p. 140). In 
1938, embittered, Barlach died of a heart attack.

DAYS OF GLORY, 
GOOD QUEEN BESS 


by SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


‘THE UNHAPPY REIGN of the Catholic Queen Mary had 
given the cause of English Protestantism precisely what it 
most needed. Through her persecution of Protestants she had 
given the new religion the glory of martyrs, and through her 
marriage to Philip of Spain she had helped Protestantism to 
identify itself with outraged national pride. 

When Mary died childless in 1558, the stage was set for a 
memorable monarch who would give form and substance to 


LIZABETH was twenty-five years old 
when, untried in the affairs of State, 
she succeeded her half-sister Mary on 
November 17, 1558. It was England's 

good fortune that the new Queen was en- 
dowed by inheritance and upbringing with a 
combination of very remarkable qualities. 
There could be no doubt who her father was. 
A commanding carriage, auburn hair, elo- 
quence of speech, and natural dignity pro- 
claimed her King Henry's daugliter. Other 
similarities were soon observed: high courage 
in moments of crisis, a fiery and imperious 
resolution when defied, and an almost inex- 
haustible fund of physical energy. She en- 
joyed many of the same pastimes and accom- 
plishments as the King had done—a passion 
for the chase, skill in archery and hawking, 
and in dancing and music. She could speak 
six languages, and was well read in Latin and 
Greek. As with her father and grandfather, a 
restless vitality led her hither and thither from 
mansion to mansion, so that none could tell 
where in a week’s time she might be sleeping. 

A difficult childhood and a perilous ado- 
lescence had been Elizabeth’s portion. At one stage in her father’s 
lifetime she had been declared illegitimate and banished from 
Court. During Mary’s reign, when her life might have been for- 
feited by a false step, she had proved the value of caution and 
dissemblance. When to keep silence, how to bide her time and 
husband her resources, were the lessons she learnt from her youth. 
Many historians have accused her of vacillation and parsimony. 
Certainly these elements in her character were justly the despair 
of her advisers. The royal treasury however was never rich enough 
to finance all the adventurous projects urged upon her. Nor was 
it always unwise amid the turbulent currents of the age to put 
off making irrevocable decisions. The times demanded a politic, 
calculating, devious spirit at the head of the State, and this Eliza- 
beth possessed. She had, too, a high gift for picking able men to 
do the country’s work. It came naturally to her to take the credit 
for their successes, while blaming them for all that went wrong. 


A QUEEN’S CHAMPION, the Earl of 
Cumberland, considered himself defend- 
er of the queen’s right to rule England. 


England’s fierce, uncompromising spirit of nationalism, The 
convulsions of the century had been precipitated by Henry 
VIII's desperate anxiety for a male heir, but now the Tudor 
dynasty offered as its last and greatest ruler the once despised 
daughter of Anne Boleyn. 

In all instalments of this series, transitional paragraphs have 
been prepared as bridges between passages of the History.

In quickness of mind the Queen was sur- 
passed by few of her contemporaries, and 
many envoys to her Court had good reason 
to acknowledge her liveliness of repartee. In 
temperament she was subject to fits of melan- 
choly, which alternated with flamboyant mer- 
riment and convulsive rage. Always subtle of 
intellect, she was often brazen and even coarse 
in manners and expression. When angered she 
could box her Treasurer’s ears and throw her 
slipper in her Secretary's face. She was out- 
wardly very free in her more tender relations 
with the opposite sex, so that, in the words of 
an illustrious counsellor, ‘tone day she was 
greater than man, and the next less than 
woman.” Nevertheless she had a capacity for 
inspiring devotion that is perhaps unparal- 
leled among British sovereigns. There may be 
something grotesque to modern eyes in the 
flattery paid her by the Court, but with her 
people she never went wrong. By instinct she 
knew how to earn popular acclaim, In a sense 
her relationship with her subjects was one 
long flirtation. She gave to her country the 
love that she never entirely reposed in any 
one man, and her people responded with a loyalty that almost 
amounted to worship. It is not for nothing that she has come 
down to history as Good Queen Bess. 

Few sovereigns ever succeeded to a more hazardous inheritance 
than she. England’s link with Spain had brought the loss of Calais 
and the hostility of France. Tudor policy in Scotland had broken 
down. The old military danger of the Middle Ages, a Franco-Scottish 
alliance, again threatened. In the eyes of Catholic Europe, Mary, 
the Queen of Scots, and wife of the Dauphin of France, who be- 
came King Francis II in 1559, had a better claim to the English 
throne than Elizabeth, and with the power of France behind her she 
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THE RICH LIFE 
OF A GREAT AGE 


The rising star of Elizabeth heralded a bright day for the people of 
England. United in spirit and in fact after centuries of internal 
strife, the islanders looked lustily outward at a world grown vast 
through exploration while, with equal vigor, they turned inward 
to contemplate the new vistas unfolded by the Renaissance mind 
Statesmen abroad worked in ceaseless devotion to their queen 
Merchantmen, like those of the newly chartered East India Com- 
pany, rounded both th t capes to the south in the adventurous 
search of commerce. At home, finally freed from feudal bonds, 
the laborer at last felt worthy of his hire and walked cheerful a 
unafraid, whether to work or to wed. The population now freely 
served queen and country and formed the foundation of England’s 
great middle class. 

In an era of new ideas, the fine arts flourished. Some painters 
chronicled the scenes of their times, test, like Hilliard 
and Oliver, produced exquisite miniatures of Elizabethan faces. In 
its literature, Elizabethan England stands serene among the glit- 
tering works of Spenser and the monumental tapestries of Shak 
spe nd always the pageant of the age passed by to the accom- 
paniment of folk song and the music of men like Byrd and Dow- 
land, music which could be heard in homes and streets and shops 
and which none enjoyed more than the queen herself (next page).

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stood a good chance of gaining it. Mary of Guise, the Regent 
and Queen-Mother of Scotland, pursued a pro-French and pro- 
Catholic policy, and in Edinburgh and Paris the Guises held the 
keys of power. 

Even before the death of Henry VIII England's finances had been 
growing desperate. English credit at Antwerp, the center of the 
European money market, was so weak that the Government had 
to pay 14 per cent for its loans. The coinage, 
which had been debased yet further under 
Edward VI, was now chaotic. England’s only 
official ally, Spain, suspected the new regime 
for religious reasons. This is how a former 
Clerk of the Council under Edward VI sur- 
veyed the scene when Elizabeth ascended the 
throne: ‘‘The Queen poor, the realm exhaust- 
ed, the nobility poor and decayed. Want of 
good captains and soldiers. The people out of 
order. Justice not executed. All things dear. 
Excess in meat, drink, and apparel. Divisions 
among ourselves. Wars with France and Scot- 
land. The French King bestriding the realm, 
having one foot in Calais and the other in 
Scotland. Steadfast enmity but no steadfast 
friendship abroad.” 

Elizabeth had been brought up a Protestant. 
She was a paragon of the New Learning. 
Around her had gathered some of the ablest 
Protestant minds: Matthew Parker, who was 
to be her Archbishop of Canterbury; Nicho- 
las Bacon, whom she appointed Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal; Roger Ascham, the fore- 
most scholar of the day; and most important 
of all, William Cecil, the adaptable civil serv- 
ant who had already held office as Secretary 
under Somerset and Northumberland. Of sixteenth-century English 
statesmen Cecil was undoubtedly the greatest. He possessed a con- 
suming thirst for information about the affairs of the realm, and 
immense industry in the business of office. Cautious good judgment 
marked all his actions. Elizabeth, with sure instinct, summoned him 
to her service. It was a tremendous burden which the young Queen 
imposed upon her First Minister, then aged thirty-eight. Their close 
and daily collaboration was to last, in spite of shocks and jars, 
until Cecil’s death, forty years later. 

Religious peace at home and safety from Scotland were the fore- 
most needs of the realm. England became Protestant by law, Queen 
Mary’s Catholic legislation was repealed, and the sovereign was 
declared supreme Governor of the English Church. But this was 
not the end of Elizabeth's difficulties. New ideas were in debate, not 
only on religious doctrine and Church government, but on the very 
nature and foundations of political power. 

It is at this pont that the party known as the Puritans, who were to 
play so great a role in the next hundred years, first enter English his- 
tory. Democratic in theory and organization, intolerant in practice 
of all who differed from their views, the Puritans challenged the 
Queen's authority in Church and State, and although she sought 
for freedom of conscience and could maintain with sincerity that 
she ‘‘made no windows into men’s souls,” she dared not let them 
organize cells in the body religious or the body politic. A discordant 
and vigorous minority could rupture the delicate harmony that she 
was patiently weaving. Protestantism must be saved from its friends. 
She realized that unless the Government controlled the Church it 
would be too weak to survive the Counter-Reformation now gath- 
ering head in Catholic Europe. So Elizabeth had soon to confront not 
only the Catholic danger from abroad, but Puritan attack at home. 

But the immediate threat lay north of the Border. French troops 
supported the French Queen-Mother in Scotland. A powerful Puri- 
tan party among the Scottish nobility, abetted by the persecuted 
preachers, were in arms against them, while John Knox raised his 
harsh voice against foreign rule and from exile in Geneva poured

forth his denunciations of ‘the monstrous regiment of women.” He 
meant, of course, that rule by women seemed to him unnatural. 
Elizabeth watched these doings with interest and anxiety. If the 
French party got control of Scotland their next move would be 
against her throne. Want of money forbade a major military effort, 
but the Fleet was sent to blockade the Scottish ports and prevent 
reinforcements arriving from France. Arms and supplies were 
smuggled across the Border to the Protestant party. Knox was per- 
mitted to return to his native land by way of England, and his 
preachings had a powerful effect. A small English army intervened 
on the Scottish Protestant side, and at this moment Mary of Guise 
died. Elizabeth’s efforts had been modest, but 
they prevailed. By the Treaty of Leith in 1560 
the Protestant cause in Scotland was assured 
forever. France herself now plunged into reli- 
gious strife, and was obliged at the same time 
to concentrate her forces against the Habsburg 
Empire. Elizabeth gained a respite and could 
look squarely to the future. 

One thing seemed certain to all contempo- 
raries. The security of the English State de- 
pended in the last resort on an assured suc- 
cession. The delicate question of the Queen's 
marriage began to throw its shadow across the 
political scene, and it is in her attitude to this 
challenge that the strength and subtleties of 
Elizabeth’s character are revealed. The coun- 
try was well aware of the responsibility which 
lay upon her. If she married an Englishman 
her authority might be weakened, and there 
would be fighting among the suitors. 

The perils of such a course were borne in on 
her as she watched the reactions of her Court 
to her long and deep affection for the hand- 
some, ambitious Robert Dudley, a younger 
son of Northumberland, whom she made Earl 
of Leicester. This was no way out, During the 
first months of her reign she had also to con- 
sider the claims of her brother-in-law, Philip II of Spain. A Spanish 
marriage had brought disaster to her sister, but marriage to Philip 
might buy a powerful friend; refusal might drive his religious ani- 
mosity into the open. But by 1560 she had achieved a temporary 
security and could wait her time. Marriage into one of the reigning 
houses of Europe would mean entangling herself in its European 
policy and facing the hostility of her husband's rivals. In vain the 
Houses of Parliament begged their Virgin Queen to marry and pro- 
duce an heir. Elizabeth was angry. She would admit no discussion. 
Her policy was to spend her life in saving her people from such a 
commitment, and using her potential value as a match to divide a 
European combination against her. 


THE QUEEN OF SCOTS 


EANWHILE there was Mary Stuart, Queen of Scots. Her 
young husband, King Francis II of France, had died shortly 
after his accession, and in 1560 she returned to her own kingdom. 
Mary Stuart was a very different personality from Elizabeth, 
though in many ways her position was similar. She was a descend- 
ant of Henry VII; she held a throne; she lived in an age when it 
was a novelty for a woman to be the head of a state; and she was 
now unmarried. Her presence in Scotland disturbed the delicate 
balance which Elizabeth had achieved by the Treaty of Leith. The 
Catholic English nobility, particularly in the North, were not in- 
different to Mary’s claims. Some of them dreamed of winning her 
hand. But Elizabeth knew her rival. She knew that Mary was inca- 
pable of separating her emotions from her politics. 

The Queen of Scots lacked the vigilant self-control which Eliza- 
beth had learnt in the bitter years of childhood. Mary’s marriage 
points the contrast between the two sovereigns. Elizabeth had seen 
and avoided the danger of choosing a husband from her Court. 
Mary had only been a few years in Scotland when she married her 
cousin, Henry Stuart, Lord Darnley, a weak, conceited youth who 
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had both Tudor and Stuart blood in his veins. The result was 
disaster. The old feudal factions, now sharpened by religious con- 
flict, seized Scotland in their grip. Mary’s power melted slowly and 
steadily away. Favorites brought from the cultured French Court 
to cheer her in this grim land were unpopular and one of them, 
David Riccio, was killed before her eyes. Her husband became a 
tool of her opponents. In desperation she connived at his murder, 
and in 1567 married his murderer, a warlike Border lord, James 
Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell, whose unruly sword might yet save her 
throne and her happiness. But defeat by the Scottish lords and im- 
prisonment followed, and in 1568 she escaped into England and 
threw herself upon the mercy of the waiting Elizabeth. 


MARY QUEEN OF SCOTS was more dangerous in 
England than she had ever been in Scotland. While 
Elizabeth became the champion of Protestantism, Mary 
became the living symbol of the Catholic challenge to 
Elizabeth. The domestic restiveness of English Catholics 
—spurred by Papal excommunication of Elizabeth—at 
once seemed a threat to national order and an invitation 
to Spanish aggression. To this threat Elizabeth could 
find but one tragic answer. 
Sir Winston resumes his narrative. 


'HE Catholic onslaught gathered force. Throughout the 1570s 
numbers of Catholic priests were arriving in England, charged 
with the task of nourishing Catholic sentiment and m: 
connection between the English Catholics and Rome. Their pres- 
ence at first aroused little apprehension in Government circles. 
Elizabeth was slow to believe that any of her Catholic subjects were 
traitors. But about the year 1579 missionaries of a new and for- 
midable type began to slip into the country. These were the Jesuits, 
the heralds and missionaries of the Counter-Reformation. Their 
lives were dedicated to re-establishing the Catholic faith through- 
out Christendom. They were fanatics, indifferent to personal dan- 
ger, and carefully chosen for their work. Their movements were 
carefully watched by spies, and a number of plots against Eliza- 
beth’s life were uncovered. The Government was forced to take 
more drastic measures. Queen Mary had burnt some three hun- 
dred Protestant martyrs in the last three years of her reign. In the 
last thirty years of Elizabeth's reign about the same number of 
Catholics were executed for treason. 
The conspiracies naturally focused upon the person of Mary 
_ Queen of Scots, long captive. She was the heir to the English throne 
in the event of Elizabeth's removal from the world. Elizabeth her- 
self was reluctant to recognize the danger to her life, yet the plots 
sharpened the question of who should succeed to the English 
throne. The death of Mary would make her son James the heir to 
the crown of England, and James was in safe Calvinist hands in 
Scotland. To avoid having another Catholic Queen it was only 
necessary to dispose of Mary before the Jesuits, or their allies, dis- 
posed of Elizabeth. Sir Francis Walsingham, a close adviser to the 
Queen, and his party in the Council now concentrated their efforts 
on persuading the Queen that Mary must die. Plying her with evi- 
dence of Mary's complicity in the numerous conspiracies, they 
pressed hard on Elizabeth's conscience; but she shrank from the 
calculated shedding of royal blood. 

There were signs that the Jesuit missions were not entirely with- 
out result. But Elizabeth would not be hurried. She would wait 
upon events. They were soon decisive. In the midsummer of 1584 
William the Silent, leader of the Dutch Protestant revolt against 
Spain, was fatally wounded by a Spanish agent in his house at 
Delft. Walsingham’s arguments against Mary were overwhelmingly 
strengthened by this assassination, and English opinion reacted 
vehemently. At the same time Spanish feeling against England, 
already embittered by the raids conducted with Elizabeth’s conniv- 
ance of the English privateers, blazed into startling hostility. 

A voluntary association of Protestant gentry was formed in 
1585 for the defense of Elizabeth’s life. In the following year evi- 
dence of a conspiracy, engineered by one Anthony Babington, an 
English Catholic, was laid before the Council by Walsingham. 
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THE EXECUTION OF MARY at Fotheringay Castle north of London 
was sketched by Elizabeth's representative who was in charge of the 


One of his agents had mingled with the conspirators for over a 
year. Mary’s connivance was undeniable. Elizabeth was at last per- 
suaded that her death was a political necessity. After a formal trial 
Mary was pronounced guilty of treason. Parliament petitioned for 
her execution, and Elizabeth at last signed the death warrant. 
Within twenty-four hours she regretted it and tried, too late, to 
stop the execution. 

The scene of Mary’s death has caught the imagination of his- 
tory. In the early morning of February 8, 1587, she was summoned 
to the great hall of Fotheringay Castle. Accompanied by six of her 
attendants, she awaited the servants of the English Queen. From 
the neighboring countryside the gentry gathered to witness the 
sentence. Mary appeared at the appointed hour soberly clad in 
black satin. In the quietness of the hall she walked with stately 
movements to the cloth-covered scaffold erected by the fireplace. 
The solemn formalities were smoothly completed. But the zealous 
Dean of Peterborough attempted to force upon the Queen a last- 
minute conversion. With splendid dignity she brushed aside his 
loud exhortations. “‘Mr. Dean,” she said, “I am a Catholic and 
must die a Catholic. It is useless to attempt to move me, and your 
prayers will avail me but little.” 

Mary had arrayed herself superbly for the final scene. As she dis- 
robed for the headsman’s act, her garments of black satin, removed 
by the weeping handmaids, revealed a bodice and petticoat of crim- 
son velvet. One of her ladies handed her a pair of crimson sleeves, 
which she put on. Thus the unhappy Queen halted, for one last

moment, standing blood-red from head to foot against the black 
background of the scaffold. There was a deathly hush throughout 
the hall. She knelt, and at the second stroke the final blow was de- 
livered, The awed assembly had fulfilled its task. In death the 
majestic illusion was shattered. The head of an aging woman with 
false hair was held up by the executioner. A lap dog crept out from 
beneath the clothes of the bleeding trunk. 

As the news reached London bonfires were lit in the streets. Eliza- 
beth sat alone in her’ room, weeping more for the fate of a Queen 
than a woman. The responsibility for this deed she shifted with an 
effort on to the shoulders of her masculine advisers. 


THE INVINCIBLE ARMADA 


THE DEATH OF MARY was the signal for Elizabe- 
than England’s supreme test, for Catholic Spain would 
not endure the execution of a Catholic queen. Upon the 
outcome would depend the survival of Protestantism, 
the face of Europe and the future of the New World. 


‘AR was now certain. The chances were heavily weighted in 

favor of Spain. From the mines of Mexico and Peru there 
came a stream of silver and gold which so fortified the material 
power of the Spanish Empire that King Philip could equip his 


forces beyond all known scales. The position was well understood 
in the ruling circles of England. So long as Spain controlled the 
wealth of the New World she could launch and equip a multitude 
of Armadas; the treasure must therefore be arrested at its source 
or captured from the ships which conveyed it across the oceans. 

In the hope of strengthening her own finances and harassing 
the enemy’s preparations against the Netherlands and ultimately 
against herself, Elizabeth had accordingly sanctioned a number of 
unofficial expeditions against the Spanish coasts and colonies in 
South America. These had continued for some time, and as yet 
without open declaration of war, but she had come to realize that 
scattered raids of which she professed no prior knowledge could do 
no lasting harm to the Spanish Empire beyond the seas or the 
Spanish power in Northern Europe. Gradually therefore these ex- 
peditions had assumed an official character, and the Royal Navy 
surviving from the days of Henry VIII was rebuilt and reorgan- 
ized by John Hawkins, son of a Plymouth merchant, who had for- 
merly traded with the Portuguese possessions in Brazil. Hawkins 
had learnt his seamanship in slave-running on the West African 
coast and in shipping Negroes to the Spanish colonies. In 1573 he 
Was appointed Treasurer and Controller of the Navy. He had more- 
over educated an apt pupil, a young adventurer from Devon, 
Francis Drake. 

This ‘*Master Thief of the unknown world,” as his Spanish con- 
temporaries called Drake, became the terror of their ports and crews. 
His avowed object was to force England into open conflict with 
Spain, and his attacks on the Spanish treasure ships, his plundering 
of Spanish possessions on the western coast of the South American 
continent on his voyage‘tound the world in 1577, and raids on 
Spanish harbors in Europe, all played their part in driving Spain 
to war. From their experiences on the Spanish Main the English 
seamen knew they could meet the challenge so long as reasonable 
equality was maintained. With the ships that Hawkins had built 
they could fight and sink anything the Spaniards might send against 
them. In national resources the struggle that broke out was des- 
perately unequal, but the Queen’s seamen had received an un- 
rivaled training which was to prove England's salvation. 


HE Spaniards had long contemplated an enterprise against 
England. They realized that English intervention threatened 
their attempts to reconquer the Netherlands and that unless England 
was overwhelmed the turmoil might continue indefinitely. Since 
the year 1585 they had been gathering information from many 
sources. English exiles sent lengthy reports to Madrid. Numerous 
agents supplied Philip with maps and statistics. The Spanish ar- 
chives contain several draft plans for the invasion of England. 
Troops were not the difficulty. If order were maintained for a 
while in the Netherlands, an expeditionary force could be detached 
from the Spanish army. A corps was deemed sufficient. The build- 
ing and assembly of a fleet was a more formidable undertaking. 
Most of the King of Spain’s ships came from his Italian posses- 
sions and were built for use in the Mediterranean. They were quite 
-unsuited to a voyage round the western coasts of Europe and up 
the Channel. The galleons constructed for the trade routes to the 
Spanish colonies in South America were too unwieldy. But in the 
year 1580 Philip LI had annexed Portugal and the Portuguese 
naval constructors had nou been dominated by the Mediterranean. 
They had experimented with classes of ships for action in the South 
Atlantic, and Portuguese galleons therefore formed the basis of 
the fleet which was now concentrated in the harbor of Lisbon. 
Every available vessel was summoned into Western Spanish waters. 
Preparations were delayed for a year by Drake’s famous raid on 
Cadiz in 1587. In this “‘singeing of the King of Spain's beard,” 
a large quantity of stores and ships were destroyed. Nevertheless 
in May 1588 the Armada was ready. A hundred and thirty ships 
were assembled, carrying 2,500 guns and more than 30,000 men, 
two-thirds of them soldiers. Twenty were galleons, forty-four were 
armed merchantmen, and eight were Mediterranean galleys. The 
Test were either small craft or unarmed transports. Their aim was 
to sail up the Channel, embark the expeditionary corps of 16,000 
veterans from the Netherlands under Alexander of Parma, and 
land it on the south coast of England. 
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The command was entrusted to the Duke of Medina-Sidonia 
who had many misgivings about the enterprise. His tactics followed 
the Mediterranean model of grappling with the enemy ships and 
gaining victory by boarding. His fleet was admirably equipped for 
carrying large numbers of men; it was strong in heavy short-range 
cannon, but weak in long-distance culverins—which was why the 
English kept out of range until the last battle. The seamen were few 
in proportion to the soldiers. These were recruited from the dregs 
of the Spanish population and commanded by army officers of 
noble families who had no experience of naval warfare. Many of 
the vessels were in bad repair; the provisions supplied under a cor- 
rupt system of private contract were insufficient and rotten; the 
drinking water leaked from butts of unseasoned wood. Their com- 
mander had no experience of war at sea, and had begged the King 
to excuse him from so novel an adventure. 

The English plan was to gather a fleet in one of the south- 
western ports, intercept the enemy at the western entrance to the 
Channel, and concentrate troops in the south-east to meet Parma’s 
army from the Flemish shore. It was uncertain where the attack 
would fall, but the prevailing westerly winds made it likely that 
the Armada would sail up the 
Channel, join Parma and force 
a landing on the Essex coast. 

The nation was united in the 
face of the Spanish preparations. 
Leading Catholics were interned 
in the Isle of Ely, but as a body 
their loyalty to the Crown was 
unshaken. An army was assem- 
bled at Tilbury which reached 
twenty thousand men under the 
command of Lord Leicester. 
This, with the muster in the ad- 
jacent counties, constituted a 
force which should not be un- 
derrated, While the Armada was 
still off the coasts of England, 
Queen Elizabeth reviewed the 
army at Tilbury and addressed 
them in these stirring words: 

““My loving people, we have 
been persuaded by some that are 
careful for our safety to take heed how we commit ourselves to 
armed multitudes, for fear of treachery. But I assure you I do not 
desire to live to distrust my faithful and loving people. Let tyrants 
fear. | have always so behaved myself that, under God, I have 
placed my chiefest strength and safeguard in the loyal hearts and 
goodwill of my subjects; and therefore I am come amongst you, 
‘as you see, resolved, in the midst and heat of the battle, to live or 
die amongst you all, to lay down for my God, and for my kingdom, 
and for my people, my honor and my blood, even in the dust. I 
know I have the body of a weak and feeble woman, but I have the 
heart and stomach of a king, and of a king of England too, and 
think foul scorn that Parma or Spain, or any prince of Europe 
should dare to invade the borders of my realm; to which, rather 
than any dishonor shall grow by me, I myself will take up arms, I 
myself will be your general, judge and rewarder of every one of 
your virtues in the field. | know. already for your forwardness you 
have deserved rewards and crowns; and we do assure you, in the 
word of a prince, they shall be duly paid you.” 

Hawkins’s work for the Navy was now to be tested. He had begun 
over the years to revise the design of English ships from his experi- 
ence of buccaneering raids in colonial waters. The castles which 
towered above the galleon decks had been cut down; keels were 
deepened, and design was concentrated on seaworthiness and speed. 
Most notable of all, heavier long-range guns were mounted. Can- 
non were traditionally deemed ‘an ignoble arm,” fit only for an 
opening salvo to a grappling fight, but Hawkins, with ships built 
to weather any seas, opposed hand-to-hand fighting and advocated 
battering the enemy from a distance with the new guns. The English 
sea-captains were eager to try these novel tactics against the huge 
overmasted enemy galleons, with their flat bottoms and a tendency 
to drift in a high wind. In spite of Hawkins’s efforts only thirty-

four of the Queen's ships, carrying six thousand men, could put to 
sea in 1588. As was the custom however, all available privately 
owned vessels were hastily collected and armed for the service of 
the Government; and a total of a hundred and ninety-seven ships 
was mustered, but at least half of them were too small to be of 
much service. 

The Queen had urged her seamen to **keep an eye upon Parma,” 
and she was nervous of sending the main fleet as far west as Plym- 
outh. Drake was for bolder measures. In a dispatch of March 30, 
1588, he proposed sending the main body to attack a port on the 
Spanish coast—not Lisbon, which was well fortified, but some- 
where nearby, so as to force the Armada to sea in defense of the 
coastline. Thus, it was argued, the English would be certain of 
engaging the Spanish fleet and there would be no danger of it slip- 
ping past them on a favorable wind into the Channel. 

The Government preferred the much more perilous idea of 
stationing isolated squadrons at intervals along the south coast 
to meet all possible lines of attack. They insisted on concentrat- 
ing a small squadron of the Queen’s ships at the eastern end of 
the Channel to keep watch on Parma. Drake and his superior, Lord 
Howard of Effingham, the com- 
mander of the English fleet, were 
alarmed and impatient, and with 
the greatest difficulty prevented a 
further dispersion of their forces. 
A southerly gale stopped their 
attacking the Spanish coast and 
they were driven into Plymouth 
with their supplies exhausted and 
scurvy raging through the ships. 

In the event they had plenty 
of time to consider their strategy. 
The Armada left the Tagus on 
May 20, but was smitten by the 
same storms which had repulsed 
Howard and Drake. Two of their 
thousand-ton ships were dis- 
masted. They put in to refit at 
Corunna, and did not set sail 
again until July 12. News of 
their approach off the Lizard 
was brought into Plymouth har- 
bor on the evening of July 19. The English fleet had to put out of 
the Sound the same night against light adverse winds. A sober 
nautical account of the operation is preserved in Howard’s letter 
to Walsingham of July 2 

“Although the wind was very scant we first warped out of harbor 
that night, and upon Saturday turned out very hardly, the wind 
being at south-west; and about three o'clock of the afternoon de- 
scried the Spanish fleet, and did what we could to work for the 
wind, which [by this] morning we had recovered, descrying their 
fleet to consist of 120 sail, whereof there are four galleases [galleys] 
and many ships of great burden. At nine of the clock we gave 
them fight, which continued until one.” . 

If Medina-Sidonia had attacked the English vessels to leeward 
of his ships as they struggled to clear the land on the Saturday there 
would have been a disaster. But his instructions bound him to sail 
up the Channel, unite with Parma, and help transport to England 
the veteran troops assembled near Dunkirk. His report to Madrid 
shows how little he realized his opportunity. By difficult, patient, 
precarious tacking the English fleet got to windward of him, and for 
nine days hung upon the Armada as it ran before the westerly wind 
up the Channel, pounding away with their long-range guns at the 
lumbering galleons. They had gained the weather gauge. On July 
23 the wind sank and both fleets lay becalmed off Portland Bill. 
The Spaniards attempted a counterattack with Neapolitan galleys, 
rowed by hundreds of slaves, but Drake, followed by Howard, 
swept in upon the main body, and, as Howard reported, ‘the 
Spaniards were forced to give way and flocked together like sheep.”

But as the westerly breeze blew stronger the English 
still lay to windward and drove them once more to sea in the 
direction of Calais, where Medina, ignorant of Parma’s move- 
ments, hoped to collect news. The Channel passage was a tor- 
ment to the Spaniards. The guns of the English ships raked the 
decks of the galleons, killing the crews and demoralizing the 
soldiers. The English suffered hardly any loss. 

Medina then made a fatal mistake. He anchored in Calais 
Roads, The Queen’s ships which had been stationed in the east- 
ern end of the Channel joined the main fleet in the straits, and 
the whole sca-power of England was now combined. A council 
of war held in the English flagship during the evening of July 28 
resolved to attack. The decisive engagement opened. After dark- 
ness had fallen eight ships from the eastern squadron which had 
been filled with explosives and prepared as fire ships—the torpe- 
does of those days—were sent against the crowded Spanish fleet 
at anchor in the roads. Lying on their decks, the Spanish crews 
must have seen unusual lights creeping along the decks of strange 
vessels moving towards them. Suddenly a series of explosions 
shook the air, and flaming hulks drifted towards the anchored 
Armada. The Spanish captains cut their cables and made for 
the open sea. Collisions without number followed. One of the 
the San Lorenzo, lost its rudder and drifted 

‘alais harbor, where the Governor interned the 
crew. The rest of the fleet, with a south-southwest wind behind 
it, made eastwards to Gravelines. 

Medina now sent messengers to Parma announcing his arrival, 
and by dawn on July 29 he was off the sandbanks of Gravelines 
expecting to find Parma’s troops ready shipped in their trans- 
ports. But there was no sail to be seen. The tides in Dunkirk 
harbor were at the neap. It was only possible to sail out with 
a favorable wind upon a spring tide. Neither condition was 
present. The army and the transports were not at their rendez- 
vous. The Spaniards turned to face their pursuers. A long and 
desperate fight raged for eight hours, a confused conflict of 
ships engaging at close quarters. The official report sent to 
the English Government was brief: ‘*Howard in fight spoiled 
a great number of the Spaniards, sank three and drove four 
or five on the banks.” 

The English had completely exhausted their ammunition, 
and but for this hardly a Spanish ship would have got away. 
Yet Howard himself scarcely realized the magnitude of his vic- 
tory. “Their force is wonderful great and strong,” he wrote 
on the evening after the- battle, “‘yet we pluck their feathers 
by little and little.” 

The tormented Armada now sailed northwards out of the 
fight. Their one aim was to make for home. The horrors of the 
long voyage round the north of Scotland began. Not once did 
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ARMADA'S ROUTE 
covered roughly 4,000 
miles in five months of 
sailing but the actual 
fighting lasted only 10 
days. Fleet of 130 ships 
left Lisbon in May, 
spent five weeks in Co- 
runna repairing storm 
damage, then sailed 
into English Channel 
and fought five main 
battles. Fleeing to the 
north after defeat, the 
Armada rounded Scot- 
land and ran into bad 
weather, losing 19 ships 
on the Irish coast and 
nearby islands. Some 
65 ships were left when 
the Armada returned 
to Spain in October. 
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they turn upon the small, silent ships which followed them in 
their course. Neither side had enough ammunition. 

The homeward voyage of the Armada proved the qualities of 
the Spanish seamen. Facing mountainous seas and racing tides, 
they escaped from their pursuers. The English ships, short of 
food and shot, their crews grumbling at their wretched outfits, 
were compelled to turn southwards to the Channel ports. As 
Medina recorded, ‘*We passed the isles at the north of Scotland, 
and we are now sailing towards Spain with the wind at north- 
east.” Sailing southwards, they were forced to make for the 
western coast of Ireland to replenish their supplies of water. They 
had already cast their horses and mules into the sea. The decision 
to put in on the Irish coast was disastrous. Their ships had been 
shattered by the English cannonades and now were struck by 
the autumn gales. Seventeen went ashore. The search for water 
cost more than five thousand Spanish lives. Nevertheless over 
sixty-five ships, about half of the fleet that had put to sea, 
reached Spanish ports during the month of October. 

The English had not lost a single ship, and scarcely a hundred 
men. But their captains were disappointed. For the last thirty 
years they had believed themselves superior to their opponents. 
They had now found themselves fighting a much bigger fleet 
than they had imagined the Spaniards could put to sea. Their 
own ships had been sparingly equipped. Their ammunition had 
run short at a crucial moment. The gunnery of the merchant ves- 
sels had proved poor and half the enemy's fleet had got away. 
There were no boastings; they recorded their dissatisfactions. 

But to the English people as a whole the defeat of the Armada 
came as a miracle. For thirty years the shadow of Spanish 
power had darkened the political scene. A wave of religious 
emotion filled men’s minds. 

The Armada had indeed been bruised in battle, but it was 
demoralized and set on the run by the weather. Yet the event 
was decisive. The English seamen might well have triumphed. 
Though limited in supplies and ships the new tactics of Haw- 
kins had brought success. The nation was transported with relief

THE END OF THE TUDORS 


ITH 1588 the crisis of the reign was past. England had 
emerged as a first-class Power. She had resisted the whole 
weight of the mightiest empire that had been seen since Roman 
times. Her people awoke to a consciousness of their greatness, 
and the last years of Elizabeth’s reign saw a welling up of na- 
tional energy and enthusiasm focusing upon the person of the 
Queen. In the year following the Armada, the first three books 
were published of Spenser's Faerie Queene, in which Elizabeth 
is hymned as Gloriana. Poets and courtiers alike paid their 
homage to the sovereign who symbolized the great achievement, 
The success of the seamen pointed the way to wide oppor- 
tunities of winning fame in daring expeditions. The young men 
who now rose to prominence in the Court of the aging Queen 
plagued their mistress to allow them to try their hand in many 
enterprises. The coming years resound with attacks upon the 
forces and allies of Spain—expeditions to Cadiz, to the Azores, 
into the Caribbean Sea, to the Low Countries and, in support 
of the Huguenots, to the northern coasts of France. 

The story is one of confused running fights, conducted with 
slender resources and culminating in few great moments. The 
war against Spain, which had never been officially declared, 
extended its heavy burden into the first year of the reign of 
Elizabeth's successor. The policy of the English Government 
was to distract the enemy in every quarter of the world, and by 
subsidizing the Protestant elements in the Low Countries and 
in France to prevent any concentration of force against them- 
selves. As a result of these continued though rather meager ef- 
forts the slow victory of the Dutch in Holland and the Hugue- 
nots in France brought its reward. The Island was at last secure.

decisions. It was an example that her Stuart succes- 
sors would have done well to follow. The last impor- 
tant act of her 45 years on the throne was to meet, 
in her characteristic fashion and with characteristic 
success, a challenge to her constitutional power. This 
challenge was offered by the Parliament of 1601. 


'HROUGHOUT the reign the weight and authority of Par- 

liament had been steadily growing. Now the issue turned 
on monopolies. For some time the Crown had eked out its 
slender income by various devices, including the granting of 
patents of monopolies to courtiers and others in return for pay- 
ment. Some of these grants could be justified as protecting and 
encouraging inventions, but frequently they amounted merely 
to unjustified privileges, involving high prices that placed a 
burden upon every citizen, In 1601 grievances flared up into a 
full-dress debate in the House of Commons. An angry Member 
read out a list extending from a patent for iron manufacture to 
a patent for drying pilchards. “Is not bread there?” shouted 
another back-bencher. The uproar in the House brought a 
stinging rebuke from Mr. Secretary Cecil. **What an indignity 
then is it,” he exclaimed, **that when any is discussing this point 
he should be cried and coughed down. This is more fit for a 
grammar-school than a Parliament.” But the Queen preferred 
subtler methods. If the Commons pushed their proposals to a 
division the whole basis of her constitutional authority would 
be under fire. She acted swiftly now. Some monopolies were 
abolished forthwith. All, she promised, would be investigated. 
So she forestalled the direct challenge, and in a golden speech 
toa large gathering of her Commons summoned to her chamber 
she told them: “Though God hath raised me high, yet this I 
account the glory of my crown, that I have reigned with your 
loves.” It was to be her last appearance in their midst. 

The immense vitality displayed by the Queen throughout the 
troublous years of her rule in England ebbed slowly and relent- 
lessly away. She lay for days upon a heap of cushions in her 
room.

But these 
achievements carried no guarantee of perpetuation. The mon- 
archy could only govern if it was popular. The Crown 
to an alien Scottish line, hostile in political instinct 
which administered England. The good underst 
jiament which the Tudors had nourished came to a fret- 
ful close. The new kings clashed with the forces of a growing 
nation, and out of this conflict came the Civil War, the Republi- 
can interlude, the Restoration and the Revolution settlement.
